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Testing

In April 1984, Dr. Luc. Montanier’s research team at 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris isolated a virus that 
he called Lymphodenapathy—assoctated wirus, 
or LAV, because it had been found in patients with 
chronically swollen lymph glands. Less than a 
year later, Dr. Robert Gallo of the National 
Institute of Health here in the United States 
isolated a virus from an AIDS patient which he 
called Human T-cell Lymphotraphic virus, 
type three, or HTLVIIL The two viruses were later 
found to be identical and thus, until recently, the 
virus thought to cause or at least be on of the 
causes of AIDS was known as LAV/HTLVIIL 

HIV, human immunodeficient virus, is merely a 
compromised labeling of the two research teams’ 
findings, ending the over two year argument of 
who was first in finding the virus. 

Like many viruses that enter our bodies, 
antibodies are created when HIV enters. Usually, 
in cases of measles, chicken pox and the like, our 
immune system is able to fight the virus by 
identifying the virus as having been there before. 
This is the reason that with vaccines small 
amounts of the virus are injected into the patient. 
Then, when we build up antibodies to the strain, 
we are able to fight it off when we really come into 
contact with it during our lives. The problem with 
HIV is that it attacks the very system that is used 
to fight it and renders it useless or severely 
damaged. 


In the spring of 1985 a test was developed to 
identify this virus through a relatively easy blood 
test. The test identifies antibodies of HIV. It does 
not test for AIDS. The Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) issued a statement in November of 1986 that 
stated as many as 30% of those testing 
‘sero—positive’ for HIV could contract AIDS within 
five years and an additional 25% could contract 
AIDS-related Complex (ARC). 

Locally, in the five county greater Lehigh 
Valley, there are three ways to receive the HIV 
antibody test if you have a desire to do so. First, a 
person can go through his family doctor. The 
doctor can send you to a private lab to have the 
test done and the results are returned to your 
doctor. Usually this method is covered by most 
health insurance policies. One has the advantage 
of dealing with a doctor he trusts and may find 
this the preferable method for taking the test. A 
major disadvantage is letting one’s insurance 
company know you have taken the test, and they 
might want to know the results of the test they 
have paid for. 

secondly, the test is available through the 
Sexually Transmitted Disease Clinics (STD) at 
Allentown, St. Luke’s, and Sacred Heart hospitals. 
The AIDS Task Force of the Lehigh Valley has 
administered this test with Allentown and 
Bethlehem Health Bureau personnel since the test 
became available in 1985.

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GLPA Calls for Consumer Action 


Against Two Condom Manufacturers 


The Gay and Lesbian Press Association (GLPA), the 
nation’s only gay and lesbian trade association, 
today endorsed a consumer action against two 
condom manufacturers — Carter—Wallace and 
Ansell Americas — to protest the condom 
industry’s refusal to advertise in gay publications. 

"While it would be irresponsible for us to call for 
an industry-wide boycott because of the AIDS 
crisis, we are asking gay men not to buy Trojan or 
Lifestyles condoms and send wrappers from these 
companies’ competitors to their marketing 
departments,” said Don L. Volk, GLPA president. 

Joe DiSabato, president of Rivendell Marketing 
in New York instituted the action after refusals by 
the industry to place ads in gay publications. 
Approximately 50 gay newspapers in the country 
ran an editorial by DiSabato "Can Anything Stop 
Homophobia in the Condom Industry?’ in March. 

"It is unconscionable that Ansell President John 
Silverman said, ‘AIDS is a condom marketers’ 
dream’ when gay men are dying in large

numbers,” said Volk. 

GLPA earlier this year sent letters to the three 
television networks encouraging them to run 
condom ads to help stem the spread of the disease, 
according to Volk. 

"Gay and lesbian publications throughout the 
country have been at the vanguard of AIDS 
education," said Volk. ‘Without the efforts of the 
gay press, [ believe there would have been 
considerably more AIDS deaths.” 

"For condom manufacturers to ignore the gay 
market by featuring women or non-gay couples 
in their advertising is a gross insult to our 
community. We call for this consumer action to 
show that we are not the ‘captive’ audience 
condom manufacturers might believe us to be,” he 
said. 

GLPA is a trade organization of publications and 
individuals devoted to the gay/lesbian 
community. The group represents approximately 
400 publications from weeklies to monthlies. wy

According to Anti-—Violence Project Assistant 
Director William Smith, the donation was the first 
the project has received from a _ corporation. 
Smith said that as a result of the CBS response, 
other corporate donations will be easier to obtain. 

The Beastie Boys’ remarks -- and CBS’s response 
—— came at a time when homophobic violence is 
steeply rising. Incidents of violence reported to 
the New York City Gay and Lesbian Anti-— Violence 
Project in 1986 were up 83 from the year before.

Proclamation of Take Pride ’87 


WHEREAS, throughout modern history gay men and lesbians have felt the weight of discrimination, 
persecution, and bigotry. This weight has been felt in varying degrees. It existed in 1940’s Nazi Germany, and it 
still exists in 1980’s Lehigh Valley, Pennsylvania. 

WHEREAS, throughout the same time frame there have been incidences of positive movement toward the 
elimination of discrimination. In June 1969 New York police were fought back after they illegally raided the 
Stonewall Inn in Greenwich Village. This event has become known and celebrated as the beginning of Gay and 
Lesbian Pride in the United States. 

WHEREAS, in the same year as the Stonewall riots in New York a dedicated group of gay men and lesbians 
organized to bring this Pride to the Lehigh Valley. Le—Hi—Ho is the oldest continuous organization in the United 
States having been founded in April 1969. 

WHEREAS, in California this Pride was taken into the Christian religious community in 1968 with the founding 
of the Universal Fellowship of the Metropolitan Community Church. The local congregation of MCC has met in the 
Lehigh Valley for three years. 

WHEREAS, this Pride in the Gay and Lesbian Community is better fostered by local efforts to rid society of 
discrimination. The Lehigh Valley Lesbian and Gay Community Center has since 1983 undertaken the task of 
unifying the local gay and lesbian community. This task being most evident by the September 1984 opening of 
the Lambda Center, the only gay and lesbian community center in Pennsylvania. 

THEREFORE, starting from these areas of concern and in celebration of the Pride felt by the Gay and Lesbian 
community in the contribution made to eradicate society of life threatening disease and to its natural ability to 
be the maker of coalitions, we proclaim June 28 to July 12, 1987 as Lehigh Valley Gay and Lesbian Pride Weeks 1987. 

THEREFORE, during this time and throughout 1987 we call on all people and especially our elected government 
leaders to actively work to end all discrimination toward Gay men and Lesbians. The Gay and Lesbian community 
pledges our cooperation in this effort by the signatures below.

would go to any of the three clinics, take the test, 
and in ten days call the Task Force counselor to set 
up an appointment for the results and the 
post-counseling session. The advantage to this 
method is that your insurance company need 
never find out, because if you have engaged in 
high risk activity, the test is free. A disadvantage 
is that the clinic will ask for a name but will not 
ask for identification or verification. This is now 
true at St. Lukes’s where earlier you could use only 
a code number. This method provides 
confidentiality as does the first, but not 
anonymity, unless one uses a false name and 
address. 

The third method for taking the test is through 
the Philadelphia Community Health Alternatives. 
There one is given a code number so that no on 
ever need know the name of the person requesting 
the test. The rest of the procedure is not unlike 
the second alternative except that post-test 
counseling is done in Philadelphia.

All of these methods use the ELISA test. If ELISA 
is positive, the test us confirmed by a method 
called Western Blot. According to Gerald Friedland 
of Monteflore Medical Center in New York, "The test 
is rather reliable on high risk groups such as gay 
men and IV drug users, however, if you are 
screening a population that has a relatively low 
frequency of infection, the test’s false positive rate 
may actually be higher than the true rate of 
infection of the group being tested.’
